This 
institution is the Rev. William Wilkin­ 
son, better known to hundreds of the 
country's most prominent financiers 
and to thousands of habitues of the 
financial district as “The Bishop of 
Wall Street.” 
For the past ten years this pastor, 
who is one of the vicars of Trinity 
church, has preached daily on Wall 
Street. 
The curbstone has been hi> 
pulpit and his congregation lias been 
made up of millionaires and 
clerks. 
All are alike to him. 
They are all a 
part of mankind and it is to mankind 
that he preaches— not any class or 
division. 
Since the war started and the stock 
m arket closed 
Broad 
and 
Wall 
Streets have presented a very dreary 
appearance. 
But “ Bishop” Wilkin­ 
son has never missed a day’s appear­ 
ance there. 
And there always is a 
large “congregation” on hand to hear 
him preach. 
The history of the “Bishop” and 
how he eame to adopt Wail street as 
his church form an interesting story. 
Dr. Wilkinson formerly lived in Min­ 
nesota. 
In fact he aeheived consid­ 
erable fame there.

They 
realize his usefuliness and what he 
has done for the workers in the fin­ 
ancial district. 
He has worked for 
the betterment of all and indeed has 
done a great deal for all classes.

mainder, the leaders were confident 
that most of the vote would he regis­ 
tered. 
The out precincts also reported a 
large registration and from all indi­ 
cations th e country vote will 
he as 
well if not better registered than that 


h e r e in the city. 
Automobiles, and 
carriages were busily engaged in see­ 
ing that all voters gut to the 
poles. 
The rush 
started early this morning 
and continued throughout the day. It 
was almost certain that the total vote 
to be registered today would be great­ 
er than two years ago, wjien 
three 
days were used in registering. 


One reason for this is that the vo­ 
id ’s are more generally acquainted 
with tlie law and today absent voters 
could register, which they could not 
do two years ago. 
Regardless 
oi 
party all voters were urged to register 
as the outcome in November will boar 
directly on the registration. 
Voter- 
were given every opportunity to reg­ 
ister and it was their own 
fault 
if 
they did not. 
The large factories of 
the city were closed for the day that 
their employes might register.
